I IS fortunate, and also creditable to the city 


authorities of Buffalo that the monster C/.clgosz 


did not fall a victim to the righteous wrath of the 
crowd, at the time of the awassinatiou or when the 
last spark of life in his victim was extinguished. 


One o* the greatest evil dk-cts of lynch law is 


the frequency of escape of Accomplices of the crim- 
inal by his death, which almost invariably removes 
al! chance of t rating those who were directly or in- 
directly concerned in 'the perpetration of the crime. 
This is particularly applicable to the Czolgosz case 
as the murderer has already said enough to justify 
the inference that others were connected with him. 
directly or indirectly in the commission of the mur- 
derous act 
If professed Anarchists are to be driv- 


en out the attack must be mtide direct; laws must 
be enacted and construed, restricting the rights of 
free speech, to the extent at least (hut a man pro- 
fessing or known to hold beliefs and theories such 
as anarchists advance, mu.-.t be adjudged insane, or 
something worse a:id be. kept under rigid restraint. 
We have been too tolerant ivith such men as Herr 
Most and women like lunrua Goldman. There is 
no telling what they may do: they have repeatedly 
shown their violence, their irresponsibility and it is 
the duty of c.ri;ani/ed society to protect itself, and 
themselves from violent and insane acts. 
But it is 


not lynch law that can afford such protection. It is 
in legally enacted and well executed laws that pro- 
tection must come. Precaution, and not swift and 
unlawful ven^ence that will have the desired effect. 
The professed Anarchists ot this country, or per- 
haps but a few may have known of this man's pur- 
pose; there is yet but little evidence that Czolgosz 
bad an actual accomplice, but it is not improbable 
that more will be developed before the termination of 
the murderer's trial. But whether there is or not, 
there is nothing in anarchistic belief which does not 
leave it to be inferred that there is not oue of them 
who would not have performed the act as readily as 
be, had they i-e^n the opportunity, or would not do 
another as extrunely atrocious. Such beasts in hu- 
nun form cannot be tolerated at liberty; a practical 
method of.-eeking them out, and driving them from 
the country or placing them under safe restraint 
must be evolved. The situation is too serious to be 
passed over rghlly; t'.ie pn blem is present, and it 
should be solved and still kept within the bounds 
of regularity and law, founded upon true justice 
and liberty.

TWILL be remembered that a short time ago 


there was quite a discussion in the British Par- 


limeat over the comparative merits of English and 
American made locomotives. 
As bearing upon the 


fesults of some tests lately made on a railroad in 
Kingston. Jamaica, arc <•.( peculiar interest. 


These tests, which are especially significant be- 


cause held under British auspices, resulted in a 
greater victory for the American locomotives and 
demonstrated beyond all controversy, their superior- 
ity in pulling capacity. The American locomotive 
drew 126 tons over the heaviest part of the road in 
se/en niinu'e; under schedule time, while the Eng- 
lish locomotive completely tailed to pull the same 
load. More conclusive proof of greater strength 
and higher workmanship-could not be presented. 


Sucli trains arc of course unknown in Europe, 


and foreign engines can hardly be said to be in the 
same class with the American. 
It is not an uncom- 


mon sight for a New York Central or Lake Shore 
engine to pull trains that are the equivalent in 
length and weight of eight or ten European trains. 


Last year American manufacturers sent abroad 


50^ locomotives. In 1899 we exported 514 machines 
and in i8yS. 554. The falling oft'in exports is due 
to the increased domestic demand resulting from 
the phenomenal prosperity of American railroads. 
Some idea of the domestic demand may be gained 
from the fact tint last year there were turned out of 
the American shops 3,153 engines, the largest num- 
ber ever built in that time in the history of the 
country. 


•These tests call attention to some of the recent 


wonderful performances of some of the new types of 
American built Iriomotives. 
One of these new- 


types, built by the Scheuectady works for the New 
York Central, recently pulled thirteen heavy pas- 
senger coaches, weighing 1,900,000 pounds, at a 
speed of 63 miles sn h< ur. 
Another one of these 


engines pulled a train of tii'teen ears, including four 
heavy sleepers and \seighi:;g i .Soo.ooo pounds, at a 
rate of 60 miles an hour. On another run, with a 
train of ten heavy passenger cars, these engines 
made in miles in TOO minutes.
